Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  your  notice  the  following 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1896. 

Though  the  boundary  of  the  Borough  has  been  recently  increased, 
and  some  2,500  persons  added  to  the  population,  yet  I  do  not  pro¬ 
pose  in  this  Annual  Report  to  make  any  change  in  calculating  the 
various  rates  of  the  Borough,  as  extended  by  the  recent  Acts,  but 
to  confine  myself  to  the  old  limits. 

The  Birth-rate  shows  a  slight  increase  over  that  of  1895,  and  the 
Marriage-rate  is  considerably  higher  than  in  1895. 

The  Death-rate  is  decidedly  lower  than  that  of  1895. 

Zymotic  Disease. — Measles  was  prevalent  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  and  again  in  the  fourth  quarter.  The  Death-rate  was 
decidedly  lower. 

The  Death-rate  amongst  Infants  under  one  year  shows  also  a 
great  improvement  over  the  year  of  1895. 

'[  he  growth  of  the  population  continues,  as  verified  by  the  excess 
of  Births  over  deaths,  and  the  erection  of  494  new  buildings  during 
the  year. 

Trade.—  The  trade  of  the  town  has  generally  been  much  better 
during  1896  than  it  was  during  the  two  or  three  previous  years. 
The  Iron  Trade  did  not  look  promising  at  the  commencement  of 
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the  year,  but  finished  much  better,  and  with  mure  satisfaction  to 
those  connected  with  it;  wages  slightly  advanced.  Cotton  and 
Soap  Trades  have  done  remarkably  well  during  the  year.  Gas 
Cooking  Apparatus  very  good.  Bedsteads  good ;  Carriage  and 
Hospital  Beds  and  Seats  good;  and  all  the  other  smaller  and 
similar  businesses  have  not  had  cause  to  complain ;  whilst  Tanning, 
Glass,  and  Fustian  Cutting  have  been  decidedly  depressed.  Speaking 
generally,  however,  our  staple  industries  were  in  full  work,  and  the 
number  of  unemployed  has  sensibly  diminished.  Some  of  our 
large  works  have  been  considerably  enlarged  during  the  year,  thus 
affording  much  additional  employment.  Some  new  industries  will 
shortly  be  commenced,  and  the  outlook  for  1897  is  decidedly 
promising.

The  natural  increase  of  the  population,  or  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  during  the  year  1896,  amounted  to  1,016,  against  849 
in  1895,  1,213  in  1894,  and  an  average  of  877  during  the  10  years 
1884-1893.  The  population  on  which  the  statistics  are  based  and 
estimated  will  be  58,092  in  the  middle  of  1896.

BIRTHS. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1896 
amounted  to  1,109  males,  and  1,034  females,  giving  a  total  of  2,143 
against  2,098  in  the  previous  year,  producing  a  Birth-rate  of  37*5  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  Average  Birth-rate,  10  years,  39  per  1,000. 

The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  was  1,015. 

The  Birth-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for  the 
year  1896  was  29*7  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  lower 
than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on  record,  excepting  1894,  and  1*3 
per  1,000  below  the  mean  rate  in  the  10  years  1886-95.

The  total  number  of  Deaths  recorded  in  the  Borough  of 
Warrington  during  the  year  1896  was  1,137,  of  which  557  were 
males,  and  580  females. 

Of  the  total  in  1896  122  occurred  in  Public  Institutions,  viz. : — 
12  in  the  Fever  Hospital,  24  in  the  Infirmary,  and  86  in  the  Work- 
house.  32  of  the  total  Deaths  occurred  among  persons  belonging 
to  outside  districts,  and  in  estimating  the  Death-rate  these  have 
been  deducted  from  the  total  registered,  to  obtain  a  corrected 
Death-rate. 

DEATH-RATE. 

Alter  deducting  32  Deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  other 
districts,  the  number  on  which  the  Mortality  for  the  year  is 
estimated  would  be  1,105.  This  is  equivident  to  a  Death-rate  of 
18*6  per  1,000  per  annum,  against  a  Death-rate  of  21*5  in  1895,  and 
17*4  in  1894.  The  average  for  the  10  years  1887-1896  is  21*8.

DEATH-RATE  OF  ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

The  Death-rate  of  England  and  Wales  in  1806  was  17*1  per 
1,000,  which  is  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  previous  year,  excepting 
1894.  Compared  with  the  rate  in  the  10  years,  1886-95,  the 
Death-rate  in  1896  shows  a  decrease  of  1*7  per  1,000. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  Rate  of  Infantile  Mortality  compares  very  favourably  with 
the  previous  year,  being  only  163  per  1,000  Births,  as  against  199 
in  1895.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  less  prevalence  of  Measles 
and  Diarrhoea.  Out  of  every  1,000  children  born,  351  died  in  their 
first  year,  against  419  in  1895,  and  277  in  1894.

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  registered 
during  1896  amounted  to  181,  22  belonging  to  the  notifiable,  and 
178  to  the  non-notifiable  class.  Two  of  the  deaths  from  Scarlet 
Fever  belong  to  the  Newrton  District,  so  in  calculating  the  various 
Death-rates  these  are  deducted.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  was  a  considerable  abatement  of  this  disease  in  1896,  and 
it  was  of  a  mild  type.  The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  1 14, 
against  235  in  1895,  and  354  in  1894.  Of  this  number  105  were 
removed  to  the  Hospital,  8  proving  fatal,  or  7*6  per  cent. ;  of  the 
remainder  (9)  treated  at  home  none  died. 

Our  Death-rate  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  0T2  per  1,000,  the  lowest 
since  1887,  when  there  was  only  one  death. 

MEASLES. 

This  disease,  which  w^as  very  prevalent  at  the  end  of  1895,  con¬ 
tinued  to  extend  during  the  first  quarter  of  1896.  The  outbreak 
ceased  during  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  the  year,  but  in  the 
last  quarter  has  again  asserted  itself.  The  same  precautions  to 
prevent  its  spread  have  been  taken  as  in  previous  years,  but  until 
this  is  a  notifiable  disease,  and  isolation  is  carried  out  in  an  effective 
manner,  there  is  not  much  probability  of  reducing  the  Death-rate 
of  this  most  infectious  disease. 

8M  ALL-POX. 

One  case  was  notified  on  20th  July  :  an  unmarried  man,  aged  26. 
The  origin  was  obscure,  but  on  July  4th  he  was  at  Belle  Vue,  Man¬ 
chester,  and  on  the  18th,  fourteen  days  after,  the  characteristic 
rash  made  its  appearance.  He  was  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital. 
Had  been  well  vaccinated  in  infancy.  All  the  members  of  the 
family  were  re- vaccinated  ;  there  was  no  other  case. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Two  deaths  are  attributed  to  this  disease.  The  number  of  cases 
notified  amounted  to  eight,  a  considerable  reduction  on  previous 
years. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

This  infantile  complaint  has  been  prevalent  during  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year,  and  was  the  cause  of  48  deaths. 

FEVERS. 

To  this  class  of  disease  is  ascribed  five  deaths,  four  being  due  to 
Enteric  or  Typhoid,  and  one  to  Continued  Fever.  In  whole  34 
cases  were  notified.  The  small  Death-rate  from  this  class  is  most 
gratifying,  showing  that  the  Health  Committee’s  endeavours  to  keep 
a  clean  town  is  meeting  with  success.  All  the  cases  were  investi¬ 
gated  at  the  time,  and  the  majority  were  found  to  be  associated 
with  filth  nuisances  and  defective  drainage.

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DIARRHIEA. 

The  year  1896  was  not  what  is  known  as  “a  Diarrhoea  Year,” 
but  53  deaths  were  returned  from  it,  against  148  in  1895 — 38 
occurring  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year.  Diarrhoea,  like  Typhoid 
Fever,  is  a  filth  disease,  and  occurs  most  in  those  districts  where 
excremental  nuisances  abound. 

I  here  refer  to  the  importance  of  carrying  out  the  Pail  System 
in  a  proper  manner,  in  addition  to  making  the  yards  and  passages 
of  impervious  material.

Twelve  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease,  nine  of  them 
being  adults. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

There  were  26  cases  notified,  and  no  deaths. 

.  PUERPERAL  FEVER, 

There  were  only  five  cases  notified,  and  all  died. 

REGISTERED  PLACES. 

There  are  382  places  registered,  over  which  your  Sanitary 
Authority  has  control,  including  Common  Lodging  Houses,  Houses 
let  in  Lodgings,  Bakehouses,  Dairies,  Cow  Sheds,  Milk  Shops,  and 
Slaughter  Houses.  During  the  year  these  places  have  been  regu¬ 
larly  inspected  by  your  inspectors,  and  I  have  also  made  frequent 
inspection  whenever  necessary.  In  regard  to  the  Slaughter  Houses, 
I  would  again  remind  you  of  previous  Reports,  and  once  more  urge 
upon  you  the  necessity  of  providing  a  Public  Abattoir.

The  law  requires  that  every  workshop  or  house  where  persons  are  en¬ 
gaged  at  work  shall  be  systematically  visited,  to  ascertain  their  clean¬ 
liness  and  sanitary  condition,  and  the  conditions  under  which  these 
operatives  work,  with  a  view  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  Zymotic 
and  other  diseases  amongst  them.  Under  this  Act  the  Sanitary 
Authority  is  responsible  for  enforcing  a  sufficient  closet  accommo¬ 
dation  at  all  factories  and  workshops  in  their  district.  There  are 
other  sections  which  mean  the  performance  of  numerous  other 
duties,  but  with  our  present  Inspectorial  Staff  it  is  impossible  for 
them  to  be  efficiently  discharged. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACT. 

Action  was  only  taken  with  regard  to  one  case,  viz.,  4,  Pritchard’s 
Yard,  Fennel  Street.  This  building  was  recently  a  dwelling 
house,  and  situated  behind  Fennel  Street.  It  was  decayed  and  in 
a  very  wretched  state  of  repair.  It  had  neither  sufficient  light  or 
ventilation,  and  interfered  with  the  necessary  light  and  ventilation 
of  adjoining  houses.  It  was  demolished. 

The  following  houses  reported  on  in  1894  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation  were  demolished,  viz.,  13  and  15,  'Buckley  Street, 
Win  wick  Road. 

The  following  property,  2,  4,  and  G,  Mottram’s  Yard,  and  1  to  G 
(inclusive),  Glasshouse  Square,  Scotland  Road,  reported  on  in  1895, 
were  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Act.

£8  Is.  5d. ;  food  cost  per  case,  £2  11s.  9d. ;  and  the  average 
cost  of  food  per  person  per  week  was  5s.  ljd. 

It  has  unfortunately  now  become  part  of  my  annual  duty  to  point 
out  to  you  the  lamentable  deficiency  of  your  Hospital  accommo¬ 
dation.  I  may  again  say  that  it  is  totally  inadequate  to  the 
requirements  of  any  town  of  the  size  and  wealth  of  Wrarrington. 
At  the  present  time  we  are  only  able  to  treat  two  classes  of 
Infectious  Diseases,  viz.,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Enteric  Fever,  and  we 
cannot  admit  more  than  four  patients  suffering  from  the  latter 
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disease  without  retarding  their  progress,  and  without  injury  to  the 
Nurses  in  attendance.  We  have  absolutely  no  provision  for  the 
reception  of  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

From  my  Eeport  of  1895  you  are  also  well  aware  of  the  inade¬ 
quacy  of  our  accommodation  for  the  Staff.  I  sincerely  trust  that 
you  will  give  this  matter  your  immediate  attention,  so  that  we  may 
be  able  to  cope  with  and  isolate  all  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  as 
they  arise,  and  not  allow  the  present  state  of  affairs  to  drift  on  till 
you  find  yourselves  again  face  to  face  with  an  epidemic  of  unman¬ 
ageable  proportions.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  21st  Annual 
Report  of  the  work  performed  in  my  department  during  the  year 
1896. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACTS,  1878  TO  1895, 
AND  ORDERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

Under  the  above  Acts  and  Orders  4  cases  of  suspected  swine 
fever  have  been  reported  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  in  each 
case  I  declared  the  premises  swine  fever  infected  places.  The 
Inspector  to  the  Board  then  makes  his  own  enquiries  and  inspec¬ 
tion  in  each  case  reported,  and  if  he  deems  it  necessary  orders  the 
slaughter  of  the  affected  animals,  and  any  others  which  have  been 
in  contact  with  the  diseased  swine.  Compensation  for  animals 
slaughtered  under  the  said  Acts  and  Orders  are  paid  by  the  Board. 

There  was  no  public  exhibition  of  swine  for  sale  within  the 
Borough  from  the  18th  day  of  February,  1894,  to  the  3rd  day  of 
June,  1896,  but  since  the  latter  date  a  market  for  the  sale  of 
swine  has  been  held  weekly  in  the  Norton  Arms  Inn  yard. 

During  the  year  I  have  issued  53  Licences  to  butchers  and 
others  to  remove  pigs  from  the  counties  into  the  Borough. 

I  have  also  issued  2  Licences  to  pig  merchants  and  keepers  to 
remove  pigs  from  our  Borough  to  other  parts. 

310  visits  have  been  made  by  myself  and  assistant  inspector  to 
Bank  Quay,  Arpley,  and  Central  Railway  Stations,  and  inspections 
made  of  the  cattle  and  swine  found  there ;  also  the  cattle  trucks, 
pens,  and  gangways.  The  cattle  and  swine  were  found  sound 
and  healthy,  and  the  trucks,  pens,  and  gangways  in  a  satisfactory 
state.  I  have  removed  during  the  year  from  Bank  Quay  Railway 
Station,  5  pigs,  which  weighed  827  pounds,  they  having  been 
smothered  in  transit.  I  had  them  destroyed  so  as  to  prevent 
them  being  used  for  the  food  of  man. 

The  officials  in  authority  at  each  of  the  Stations  exercise  great 
care  in  carrying  out  the  various  sections  which  affect  them  of  the 
above  Acts  and  Orders,  and  render  me  every  assistance  possible  in 
the  discharge  of  my  duties  under  the  said  Acts  and  Orders. 


The  following  leaflet  has  been  issued  by  the  Board  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  and  which  I  hope  all  pig  dealers  will  peruse : — 

BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE. — Swine  Fever. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  desire  to  call  the  attention  of 
Farmers  and  Pig-owners  generally  to  the  fact  that  successful 
results  from  the  measures  now  being  carried  on  in  their  interest 
cannot  be  anticipated  unless  all  connected  with  the  trade  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  give  active  and  vigorous  assistance  towards  checking  the 
spread  of  the  disease. 

Owners  are  urged  to  refrain  from  selling  any  part  of  their  stock 
unless  they  are  satisfied  that  no  disease  exists  on  the  premises 
from  which  the  animals  are  to  be  moved. 

Purchasers  of  swine  should  invariably  keep  newly-acquired 
animals  separate  for  at  least  a  fortnight  before  permitting  them 
to  be  brought  into  association  with  the  home  herd. 

There  seems  reason  to  believe  that  the  disease  is  not  infrequently 
introduced  by  means  of  persons  who  have  been  in  contact  with 
diseased  animals.  Pig-owners,  therefore,  are  advised  to  prevent 
strangers  from  at  any  time  approaching  their  pigs,  and  should  the 
admission  to  the  premises  of  spayers  or  castrators  be  necessary, 
those  persons  shoidd  be  required,  before  approaching  the  animals, 
to  thoroughly  wash  their  hands  with  soap  and  water,  and  to  wash 
and  disinfect  their  boots  with  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid  and  water 
or  some  other  suitable  disinfectant.  Such  persons  might  also  with 
advantage  be  required  to  wear,  while  operating,  a  waterproof  apron, 
which  should  be  washed  and  disinfected  before  the  wearer  is  per¬ 
mitted  to  approach  the  animals  to  be  operated  on. 

The  cleanliness  of  the  sties,  and  the  feeding  of  swine  on  suitable 
food,  are  measures  wFich,  although  not  directly  calculated  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  animals  against  swine-fever,  are  nevertheless  very  desirable 
with  a  view  of  keeping  them  in  a  healthy  condition,  and  of  giving 
them  power  to  resist  infection. 

The  Board  would  also  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  the 
prompt  notification  of  the  appearance  of  any  symptoms  of  the 
disease,  should  it  unfortunately  be  suspected  to  exist.  Every  per¬ 
son  having  in  his  possession  or  under  his  charge  a  pig  affected  with 
or  suspected  of  swine-fever,  is  required  by  law  to  give  notice  of  the 
fact  with  all  practicable  speed  to  a  police-constable,  and  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  the  success  of  the  measures  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease  will  greatly  depend  upon  the  promptitude 
with  which  its  existence  is  notified.

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THE  DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDERS, 
1885  and  1886,  and  REGULATIONS  MADE  BY  THE 
TOWN  COUNCIL  OF  THIS  BOROUGH. 

MILKSHOPS  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  91  milkshops  and  21  cowsheds  within  the  Borough, 
being  an  increase  of  6  milkshops  and  a  decrease  of  3  cowsheds 
since  my  last  report  of  1895  495  visits  and  inspections  have  been 
made  of  the  milkshops,  and  144  visits  and  inspections  have  been 
made  of  the  cowsheds  by  myself  and  Assistant  Inspector,  to  see 
that  the  above  Orders  and  Regulations  were  carried  out. 

In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  that  I  had  found  4  persons  storing 
commodities  of  a  dirty  character  in  their  milkshops.  I  am  pleased 
to  say  that  I  have  only  found  1  person  guilty  of  this  offence  during 
the  year.  I  cautioned  him  against  a  repetition  of  this  offence,  and 
I  found  upon  a  subsequent  visit  that  the  practice  had  been  discon¬ 
tinued. 

3  Milkshops  were  found  with  dirty  walls  and  ceilings. 

5  Cowsheds  were  found  in  a  dirtv  state.

4  Accumulations  of  manure  were  found  upon  premises  of 

cowkeepers. 

16  Notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  and  occupiers  to  abate 
or  remove  the  said  nuisances,  and  were  duly  carried  out, 
except  at  one  cowshed,  where  4  nuisances  exist.  The  notices 
stand  in  abeyance  by  order  of  the  M.O.H. 

In  my  last  annual  report  one  summons  against  a  eowkeeper 
stood  adjourned  for  offences  against  the  above  orders  and 
regulations.  During  the  adjournment  the  nuisances  had 
been  remedied.  The  case  upon  re-hearing  was  withdrawn 
on  payment  of  costs,  14s. 

Milk  is  a  very  sensitive,  frothy,  and  porous  fluid,  and  one  not 
only  capable  of  transmitting  and  disseminating  infective  diseases 
from  diseased  cattle  to  human  beings,  but  also  of  absorbing  foul 
odours  from  drains,  excreta,  or  any  other  fold  emanations  in  its 
vicinity.  It  is  therefore  essential  that  all  milking-cows  should  be 
housed  in  well-built  cowsheds,  with  all  the  fittings  and  environments 
of  true  sanitation  and  all  milkshops  and  the  vessels  used  therein 
should  be  kept  thoroughly  clean.  It  is  therefore  of  the  greatest 
importance,  not  only  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  (who  is  entrusted 
with  the  duties  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Orders,  1885-6),  but  also  to  cowkeepers  and  milksellers.  to  see  that 
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all  cattle  are  sound  and  healthy  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  of 
their  premises  perfect,  thereby  ensuring  to  the  public  a  pure  and 
healthy  supply  of  this  vast  nation’s  food. 


THE  CANAL  BOATS  ACTS,  1877—1884,  AND  THE  REGULA¬ 
TIONS  OF  THE  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  BOARD. 

Inspector’s  reports  and  proceedings  taken  under  the  above  Acts 

and  Regulations  for  the  year. 

Under  these  Acts  and  Regulations  118  canal  boats  which  were 
found  berthed  at  Bank  Quay  and  in  the  upper  portions  of  the 
river  at  Wharf  Street,  Howley  Mills,  and  Howley  Quay  have 
been  inspected.  These  boats  were  registered  to  accommodate 
676  persons,  and  were  found  occupied  by  only  256  persons,  viz. : — 
231  males,  14  females,  and  11  children. 

Eight  boats  were  met  with  contravening  several  Sections  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  Regulations,  viz. : — Two  boats  were 
found  contravening  Sections  3  and  9  in  so  far  that  the  cabins 
required  overhauling  and  painting ;  five  were  found  contraven¬ 
ing  Section  9  alone  : — The  cabins  had  not  been  painted  within 
the  last  three  years ;  and  in  one  case  the  number  on  the  certificate 
did  not  correspond  with  the  number  on  the  boat,  which  is  a  con¬ 
travention  of  Section  7.  In  all  the  eight  cases  complaint  notes 
were  sent  to  the  owners,  and  the  default  which  was  pointed  out  to 
them  was  at  once  remedied. 

The  master  of  the  canal  boat  “  Winchester,”  No.  51,  was  sum¬ 
moned  before  the  magistrates  for  occupying  the  cabins  in  the  said 
boat  and  sleeping  therein,  the  same  not  being  registered  for  such 
purpose.  The  Magistrates  fined  the  master  10s.  including  costs. 

On  Monday,  December  21st,  John  Brydone,  Esq.,  her  Majesty’s 
Chief  Inspector  under  the  above  Acts  and  Regulations,  paid  his 
annual  visit  here,  and  made  an  inspection  of  my  visiting  books  and 
journal  under  the  above  Acts,  and  expressed  himself  to  our  Town 
Clerk  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the  books  were 
kept  and  the  duties  performed. 


THE  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS,  1878—1895. 

Under  these  Acts  445  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  of 
the  Workshops  by  myself  and  Assistant  Inspector  during  the  year, 
and  the  sanitary  condition  of  each  of  the  workshops  and  premises 
enquired  into,  viz.,  the  drainage,  w.c.’s,  roofs,  walls,  ceilings, 
air  space,  & c.,  and  the  following  nuisances  have  been  found  existing 
upon  38  of  the  above  : —

Notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  or  occupiers  to  abate  or 
remedy  the  said  nuisances,  and,  with  the  exception  of  two  cases, 
the  work  necessary  for  the  abatement  of  the  same  was  at  once  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  and  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  In  one  case 
the  owners  are  going  to  build  a  new  workshop,  and  in  the  other 
the  owner  has  promised  to  do  the  necessary  work,  which  will  no 
doubt  be  carried  out. 

During  the  year  two  persons  have  been  summoned  before  the 
Magistrates  for  having  their  workshops  in  a  dirty  and  offensive 
condition.  They  w'ere  each  fined  20s.  and  costs,  a  total  of  £2  13s. 

The  owner  of  a  workshop  employing  about  370  hands  has 
abolished  (at  my  suggestion)  8  pail  closets  which  were  found  at 
times  overflowing  and  a  nuisance,  and  constructed  6  new  automatic 
flush-out  water  closets,  which  will  remedy  the  nuisance  com¬ 
plained  of. 

Another  owner  of  a  workshop  employing  128  hands  has  also 
abolished  8  pail  closets  and  constructed  6  new  automatic  flush-out 
water  closets  in  their  stead. 

I  have  for  years  tried  to  induce  the  owners  of  workshops  to  adopt 
the  water  carriage  system  on  their  premises  on  the  above  principle, 
to  avoid  any  nuisance  arising  thereon. 

In  one  case  the  owner’s  attention  was  drawn  to  the  defective 
means  of  exit  in  case  of  fire  at  a  workshop,  and  the  doorway  was 
at  once  altered  to  open  outwards. 

1  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  is  yearly  great  sanitary  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  workshops,  and  the  owners  and  occupiers  are  now 
becoming  more  alive  to  their  responsibility,  and  comply  more 
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willingly  with  the  requirements  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops 
Acts. 

The  time  and  labour  of  the  Inspector  I  consider  is  well  spent  in 
carrying  out  these  duties,  and  I  always  impress  upon  both  owners 
and  occupiers  of  workshops  how  essential  it  is  that  there  should  be 
no  overcrowding,  and  that  all  dust  and  other  impurities  generated 
in  the  process  of  their  trade  or  business  should  be  systematically 
removed,  and  their  premises  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  state,  so 
as  to  protect  the  health  and  lives  of  the  persons  employed  therein. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1875,  AND  THE 

AMENDMENT  ACT,  1879. 

Under  these  Acts,  15  Samples  of  Food  were  obtained  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  Dr.  Gornall,  to  be  analysed  by 
him.  He  certified  that  14  of  the  said  samples  were  genuine  and 
1  adulterated.  The  offender  was  dealt  with  under  the  Margarine 
Act. 

THE  MARGARINE  ACT,  1887. 

Under  this  Act,  I  have  during  the  year  made  192  visits  to  the 
various  provision  dealers’  shops  within  the  Borough, 

One  shopkeeper  was  found  committing  offences  against 
the  said  Act,  viz.  : — being  a  dealer  in  margarine  by  retail, 
he  did  unlawfully  sell  to  the  Inspector  a  certain  quantity, 
to  wit,  1  pound  of  margarine,  which  was  not  sold  under  the 
name  of  margarine ; 

And  the  said  person,  being  then  a  dealer  in  margarine  by 
retail,  was  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Margarine  Act 
of  1887,  in  that  he  unlawfully  did  sell  to  the  Inspector 
certain  margarine  and  delivered  the  same  to  him  in  a  paper 
wrapper  without  the  word  “  Margarine  ”  printed  thereon,  as 
required  by  Section  6  of  the  said  Act. 

For  these  two  offences  he  was  summoned  before  the  Magistrates 
and  fined  1 4s. 

Another  shopkeeper  was  summoned  before  the  Magistrates  for 
having  exposed  margarine  for  sale  without  having  it  labelled. 
For  this  offence  the  Magistrates  fined  the  defendant  in  the  cost, 
3s.  6d. 

I  have  in  a  few  cases  found  margarine  exposed  for  sale  in  shops 
labelled  in  capital  letters  f-inch  square,  whereas  they  ought  to 
be  labelled  in  capital  letters  1^-inch  square.  These  infringements 
were  the  result  of  ignorance  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  I 
have  therefore  pointed  out  to  the  owners  the  section  of  the  Act 
relative  to  the  marking  of  margarine  exposed  for  sale  by  retail  in 
their  shops,  and  warned  them  that  if  they  are  found  infringing  the 
Act  again  they  will  be  reported  to  your  Committee, 
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BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  93  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  17  of  whiclY  are  not  in 
use.  The  nuisances  found  existing  upon  several  of  the  premises 
have  teen  dealt  with  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

A  good  deal  of  the  Inspector’s  time  is  spent  in  visiting  these  places, 
for  where  the  preparation  of  food  for  public  consumption  goes  on  it 
is  highly  essential  that  all  dust  and  other  impurities  generated 
in  the  process  of  the  trade  in  these  places  should  be  systematically 
removed,  and  the  premises  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  state,  not 
only  for  the  protection  of  the  food  prepared  therein,  but  also  to 
protect  the  health  and  lives  of  the  persons  employed  in  them. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  establishments  where  the  above  are.  carried  on  have  been 
regularly  inspected  during  the  year.  The  tripe -dressing  shops 
and  fried  fish  shops,  which  come  under  this  heading,  have  been 
visited  with  a  view  of  examining  the  meat  and  fish  as  to  their 
fitness  for  human  food.  I  have  upon  my  visits  generally  found 
these  places  clean  and  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  28  private  slaughter-houses  within  the  Borough,  three 
of  which  are  not  in  use.  During  the.  year  1,459  inspections  have 
teen  made  of  them.  26  nuisances  have  been  found  upon  them 
(against  21  in  the  preceding  year),  and  notices  served  for  abatement 
of  same,  which  was  duly  carried  out.

I  may  here  remark  that  the  inspection  of  slaughter¬ 
houses,  which  are  spread  over  the  Borough,  is  a  matter 
of  great  difficulty,  and  the  only  way  of  simplifying  the  labour  of 
inspection,  and  having  all  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  and 
intended  for  human  food  inspected  before  being  offered  for  sale, 
would  be  accomplished  by  the  erection  of  a  public  slaughter-house 
and  abattoir ;  and  all  the  existing  private  slaughter-houses  abolished, 
putting  an  end  to  the  nuisances  created  by  their  existence. 
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*  QUARRIES  FENCING  ACT. 

1.  —This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Quarry  (Fencing)  Act,  1887. 

2.  — This  Act  came  into  operation  January  1st,  1888. 

3.  — It  provides  that  where  any  Quarry  dangerous  to  the  public 
is  in  open  or  unenclosed  land,  within  fifty  yards  of  a  highway  or 
place  of  public  resort,  dedicated  to  the  public,  and  is  not 
separated  by  a  secure  and  sufficient  fence,  it  shall  he  kept  reason¬ 
ably  fenced  for  the  prevention  of  accidents,  and  unless  so  kept 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  nuisance,  liable  to  be  dealt  with 
summarily  in  manner  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

4.  — In  this  Act : 

The  term  “  Quarry  ”  includes  every  pit  or  opening  made  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  stones,  slate,  lime,  chalk,  clay, 
gravel,  or  sand,  but  not  any  natural  opening. 

Although  the  Act  is  a  short  one,  it  is  nevertheless  an  important 
one.  I  have,  therefore,  felt  it  my  duty  to  give  it  in  full  in  this 
report,  so  that  the  owners  of  Quarries  may  realize  their  responsi¬ 
bility  in  case  of  accident,  or  nuisance  arising  from  the  lodgment  of 
stagnant  water  therein. 


COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  29  Common  Lodging-Houses  within  the  Rorough 
registered  under  By-laws  adopted  by  the  Town  Council  and 
allowed  by  Local  Government  Board  in  1885,  to  accommodate  577 
persons.  Special  attention  was  given  to  these  houses  during  the 
year  by  myself  and  Assistant  Inspector,  and  they  were  frequently 
visited  with  a  view  of  their  not  assisting  in  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases.  There  were  1,535  visits  made  to  them  during  the 
year.

The  Magistrates  imposed  penalties  in  nine  cases,  amounting 
to  £3  3s.,  and  adjourned  two  cases  for  a  fortnight  to  allow 
the  defendants  to  get  rid  of  their  lodgers,  which  order  they 
carried  out,  and  at  the  adjourned  hearing  the  summonses 
were  withdrawn. 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  121  houses  let  in 
lodgings  within  the  Borough,  but  during  the  year  14  licences  were 
given  up,  the  holders  having  decided  to  discontinue  keeping  lodgers. 
Thirteen  fresh  licences  were  granted  during  the  year.

Summonses  issued  for  non-compliance  with 
Notices  served  to  abate  or  remove  Nuisances 
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The  first  summons  was  taken  out  on  February  3rd,  against  the 
owner  of  two  dwelling-houses  in  Oliver  Street,  and  at  the  hearing 
of  the  case  before  the  Magistrates  the  defendant  pleaded  for  the 
case  to  be  adjourned  for  a  week  in  order  that  he  might  be  able  to  do 
the  necessary  work  to  abate  the  nuisances.  Ihe  Magistrates 
accordingly  adjourned  the  case  for  seven  days,  and  upon  the  re¬ 
hearing  of  the  case  the  summons  was  withdrawn  on  payment  of  the 
costs,  3s.  6d.,  the  work  having  been  completed  in  the  meantime. 

The  second  summons  was  taken  out  on  February  3rd,  against  a 
person  for  failing  to  comply  with  a  notice  served  upon  him  to  get 
rid  of  a  goat  and  a  number  of  fowls  and  rabbits.  The  Magistrates 
made  an  order  for  the  removal  of  the  goat,  fowls,  and  rabbits  within 
two  days,  which  was  duly  carried  out. 

In  the  third  case  two  summonses  were  taken  out  on  July  17th, 
against  the  owner  of  two  dwelling-houses  in  Buckley  Street,  for 
non-compliance  with  notices  served  upon  him  to  abate  nuisances 
existing  upon  his  property.  The  Magistrates  adjourned  this  case 
for  a  month,  the  owner  having  given  an  undertaking  in  writing  to 
do  the  necessary  work  and  pay  the  cost  of  the  summonses.  At  the 
expiration  of  that  time,  viz.,  August  14th,  the  case  was  again  brought 
before  the  Magistrates,  and,  the  owner  having  failed  to  comply  with 
his  undertaking,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  applied  for  a  Closing 
Order  under  Section  97  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.  The 
Court  granted  the  said  order,  which  was  to  remain  in  force  until 
the  houses  were  put  into  a  proper  habitable  condition,  and  ordered 
the  owner  to  pay  all  costs,  amounting  to  £\  17s.  These  houses 
were  accordingly  closed  under  the  said  Order,  and  have  since  been 
demolished. 

In  the  fourth  case  one  summons  was  taken  out  on  September 
14th  against  the  owner  of  nine  dwelling-houses  in  two  yards  near 
Scotland  Boad.  The  owner  appeared  before  the  Health  Committee 
and  gave  an  undertaking  to  do  the  necessary  work  within  one 
month  ;  they  accordingly  instructed  me  to  withdraw  the  summons. 
At  the  expiration  of  that  time  it  was  found  that  the  owner  had  not 
carried  out  his  promise  which  he  made  to  the  Health  Committee, 
and  that  the  nuisances  were  still  in  existence,  consequently  a 
second  summons  was  issued  against  him,  which  was  heard  before 
the  Magistrates  on  November  20th,  and  upon  the  application  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  under  the  97th  Section  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  the  Court  made  an  order  closing  the  said 
houses  until  they  were  put  into  a  proper  habitable  condition,  and  so 
that  the  same  should  no  longer  be  a  nuisance  or  injurious  to 
health,  and  ordered  the  defendant  to  pay  the  costs,  11s. 

The  houses  were  accordingly  closed  under  the  said  Order,  and  are 
now  undergoing  repairs. 
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Diseased  and  Bad  Meat  and  other  unwholesome  commodities 
seized  by  the  Inspectors  and  ordered  by  Magistrates  to  be  destroyed, 
and  result  of  proceedings  taken.
